What appears to be the contrast Kirkman has provided 
between the lives on other planets and ours is the other life forms 
have a clear expectation of what their relationships are supposed to 
be amongst each other on their planet. While on earth there is no 
clear purpose or distinction due to unstable and constantly changing 
societies, BUT when clarity is achieved between two individuals 

on our planet the connection and purpose for that relationship is 
strongest it could possibly be between two sentient beings, much 
like Nolan and Debbie or Nolan and Mark. While these kinds of 
relationships and others fail a lot on our planet because our societies 
are not as efficient as it seems on other planets, when they are 
successful the bond is stronger due to the purpose being completely 
up to the individuals.
